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Continuation of 1 3. Other: The Applicant argues against the objection to claim 1 . However, the Applicant has amended claim 1 , as per the 
Examiner's suggeston in the Office Action mailed on March 17, 2010. The suggested amendments overcome the claim objections. 
Therefore, the arguments concerning the objection to claim 1 are moot. 

The Applicant argues that the cited prior art fails to a claim element of, "a processor for comparing said request to said at least one 
permission, the comparison being independent, requiring no manamgenty by an operating systme of the host device, such that if said at 
least oen permission includes a particular access type that matches the access requested in said request, such access to the flash memory 
is provided, and alternatively if said at least one permission does not include a particular access type that matches the access requested in 
said request, such access to the flash memory is denined. The Examiner points out that a combination of Gullman and Helland was used 
to rejected this claim element (see pages 6-8 and paragraphs 13-14, in the Office Action mailed on March 17, 2010). 

The Applicant further argues that Gullman does not teach a removable storage device comprising a biometric interface for receiving a 
request to access a flash memory of the removable storage device.
